JK ^veral days past the visit 
of 
the 
Queen of Rumania to j 
America has been a leading item in practically all of the news­ 
papers of United States. 
It will continue to hold prominence for 
some time to come. 
It is hut natural that such should he the sit-j 


nation. 
However, it is rather amusing to see the reaction that has de­ 
veloped in some sources because of the wonderful reception that 
has been given to the visiting queen. 
I he visit even seems to 
have a disturbing effect in certain quarters. One English newspaper, 
tor instance, pokes fun at the United States for making such a 
time over a queen. 
It intimates that the people of this country 
dearlv love to indulge in royalty worship, and it tells of 
many 
\merican hom es’* which contain framed gloves which members 
of the family had worn when they were privileged to shake hands 
with some of the nobility. 
On the other hand, a radical labor or­ 
ganization in New York City denounces the city, state and federal 
authorities for “toadying” to the queen and for “groveling” be­ 


fore the royal family. 
The trouble with critics of this kind is that they are sadly 
lacking in a sense of humor, not to speak of a want of perspective 
in considering such events. 
We are not in this slightest danger of 
becoming a nation of royalty worshippers. 
Our public officials 
receive visitors according to their rank and station. 
Their actions 
are dictated by good manners, good taste and a proper regard for 


international relations. 
The masses turn out to see them largely trom a sense ot 
curiosity. 
Anything new or novel attracts the people. 
Indeed, 
the crowd that thronged Broadway to greet Gertrude Ederle, the 
channel swimmer, was larger and more enthusiastic than that which 
watched the arrival of the Queen of Rumania. 
Hero worshippers 
do not confine their attentions to royal rulers. 
Gene Tunney had 
trouble in escaping from the mob after he had won the heavy­ 


weight championship. 
We are really not a bit different from the peoples of other 
countries. 
Those who have accomplished big things or who hold 
exalted positions are naturally objects of interest. 
In the meantime we are in no danger of sacrificing our demo­ 
cratic convictions because we are polite or even enthusiastic over 
a visiting king or queen.

aggregate constitute a vast library. 
There are many duplications in these totals and the number 
of books not worth reading is probably as great, yet with these ex­ 
cluded the world’s library is too extensive for even a bibliophile 
with nothing else to do but read to make much more than a dent 
in it.

Every employer is acquainted with 
"Blue Monday",— that day is gne- 
eraiiy the most trying day in the 
week for the “Boss", and it is just 
as trying for the workmen. 
It is 
the day after the general holiday, 
and the average person work un­ 
der difficulties upon the day follow­ 
ing a holiday 
Most employers are accustomed 
to take here and there during the 
w'eek, hours off. 
It has almost be­ 
come a custom in America today in 
the Summertime to find the employ­ 
er of labor, the manufacturer, the 
wholesaler, the retailer, to say noth­ 
ing of the professional class of men, 
taking 
two 
afternoons 
off 
each 
w'eek in which to play golf, or ten­ 
nis. to go boating or fishing,—-some 
sort of amusement. 
This class of 
men can do this.— their time is 
their own, and their business runs 
on Just the same, because it is well 
organized.

Radio To Take More Vital Place 
In Nation’s Life; Says Hoover Aid

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.— There 
is not the slightest 
danger 
that 
broadcasting will deteriorate in its 
service to the American public, ac­ 
cording to Judge S. B. Davis, sol­ 
icitor of the department of com­ 
merce, and among Secretary Hoov­ 
e r ’s chief radio advisors. 
A continued march of expansion 
is seen by Davis. 
He declared that 
the broadcasters and public will 
determine the most valuable uses 
of this form of communication and 
that radio will take even a more 
vital place in the life of the nation 
than now. 
Absence of regulation, 
chaotic 
conditions here and there, serious 
interference, and air free to any­ 
body who can raise the price of a 
broadcasting station, present diffi­ 
culties, but they are simply steps In 
radio development, according to Da­ 
vis. 
, “ Problems will be solved by m u­ 
tual arrangem ent among members 
of the radio industry, through the 
working out of fundamental laws 
which have solved 
other tangled 
competitive projects, or 
through 
channels of legislation", Davis de­ 
clared. 
“ There are many theories as to 
the best 
manner of meeting the 
threatened difficulties. 
No one has 


yet presented a panacea, but we 
may be certain that in some way or 
other radio lanes will remain open 
and traffic will move freely with­ 
out interference.’’ 
A radical change in the function 
of the radio receiving set was pre­ 
dicted by Davis. 
He said that there

“ In addition to reading the news 
paper description of the event aft­ 
er it has occurred, we will actual’y 
listen in as tho event is transpir­ 
ing", he explained. 
“ Development Is likely along util­ 
ity lines rather than in the metere 
transmission of music and enter­ 
tain merit.” 
Davis said in one field radio is 
unique— that is from the broadcast­ 
er’s microphone

Lectures On Italy Are Being Given 


Under Auspices Of Woman’s 


Club 


In the fourth of his series of lec­ 
tures under the auspices of the Wo­ 
man’s club at the Highland church 
on Wednesday afternoon Dr. How­ 
ard Griggs took his audience back 
to Rome, pointing out that faith 
and conduct always rise and fall 
together. 
The Romans had discarded their 
old religion and their conduct had 
deteriorated. 
The old Roman life 
had rotted away. 
There was noth­ 
in g left to regenerate. 
They had 
taken up the Greek philosophies— 
stoicism and epicureanism. 
The re­ 
construction therefore had to come 
¡from the outside and it did in two 
w*ays: 
1. A direct injection of barbaric 
blood into Italy. 
2. The Christian faith. 
The Christian faith began at the 
bottom with the poor and oppress­ 
ed and worked up to the top until 
when Con-tantine moved the capi­ 
tal 
to 
Constantinople the 
whole 
world was Cnrir.tian. 
It changed 
the world from one of soldiers and 
militarism to churches and priests. 
History now' becomes very dark 
and confused and it is well nigh 
impossible to straighten It out. 
During the sixth century, when 
Rome started to rebuild after hav­ 
ing been destitute of any inhabit­ 
ants for 40 days, it was very un- 


healthy. 
The campagna 
around 
wras always fever stricken. 
During the dark time there were 
four forces at work; 
1. The traditions of the republic 
were never lost. 
2. The influence of the feudal 
north. 
3. The traditions of the empire 
were never lost. 
4. The 
eeHesiasical 
head— the 
pope. 
The pope was given a papal king­ 
dom by Charlemagne. 
The strug­ 
gle between the emperor 
in 
the 
north and the pope in Rome lasted 
for 1,000 years. 
In the latter half 
of the 11th century, Hilebrand, who 
afterw’ards became a pope, consoli­ 
dated the papal authority and ini­ 
tiated the election of the popes by 
concordance. 
From the middle of 
the 15th century to the 17th the 
papal authority was the strongest

Com Borer Spread 
Causing Alarm 


(Special To Tb.e N ew *) 
MERCER, Ph ., Oct, 21.— Despite 
the precautions taken by both state 
and federal government in quaran­ 
tine measures and use of preventa- 
tives, the spread of the European 
corn borer is stated to be so fast 
as to be really alarming as an eco­ 
nomic factor in crop destruction. 
Both the department of agricul­ 
ture of Pennsylvania and the ex­ 
perts at State College were active 
from the first appearance of the 
borer in Pennsylvania two years 
ag»>. 
Such is the insidious nature 
of this pest that burning of stalks, 
segregating of corn taken from In­ 
fected fields and other like meas- 


ures 
have 
failed to accomplish 
results. 
I^ast year in Mercer county some 
of the farmers were troubled with 
tii«' borer; this year the grower that 
doesn’t have an infected 
field t~ 
very rare. 
Samples of insects ar 
being brought into the farm bu­ 
reau office daily by farmer^ for r.v. 
analysis of the insect and stalk, in 
evcrv instance the borer has been 


found, 
it is the opinion of the ex­ 
perts that to get rid of the parasites 
altogether will take many >ears.
